Ottawa, Feb. 12.— Mr. MoLeau last night 
asked whether the Canadian Government 
had pressed upon tho Imperial authorities 
the vital interest Cunaila had iu tho main- 
tenance of the political independence of tho 
Hawaiian Islands, now in a state of revolu- 
tion, anil which formed a section in tho 
British cublo system, and for tho annexa- 
tion of which islands a motion was now 
pending before tho United States Senate. 

Sir .John Thompson replied that com- 
munication had passed between the British 
and Canadian authorities in recent years in 
regard to the importance of tlio Hawaiian 
Islands as a possible station in connection 
with telegraphic service and Canadi 
terests, which involved the independence of 
their country. Respecting the recent 
movement there, no correspondence had 
passed between the Canadian and Her 
Majesty's Government, partly because the 
latter was well aware of the importance of 
tho interests involved, and partly because, 
as ho had reason to understand, Her 
Majesty's Government is alive to the im- 
portance of tho matter, as regards the 
Canadian and other interests of tho Empire 
in these islands. 

Omaha, Feb. 2. — The Hawaiian commis- 
sioners passed through here last evening, 
They have a sealed letter from Mr. Stevens, 
the American minister to Hawaii, which is 
supposed to contain their credentials to the 
U. S. Government. The commissioners 
will endeavor to induce the President to 
send a message to Congress on the subject 
of their mission. In easo ho refuses the 
commissioners will not he discouraged en- 
tirely, but will make an effort to have the 
matter taken up by Congress without any 
suggestion from tho President. The mem- 
bers of the commission do not know 
whether such action could 1)2 taken under 
the rules of international law, but they say 
they will find out if they fail to get their 
claim before Congress in either of the plans 
proposed. 

Commissioner Thurston said : "Of 
course our admission us a State is out of the 
question. Our admission under the laws 
governing the territories would be equally 
unsatisfactory to t ho United States anil the 
representatives of the Provisional Govern- 
ment. Our position is a peculiar ono. 
Popular government is out of tho ques- 
tion ; still a popular government in some 
modified form is tho only thing that will 
satisfy our people. Most of en .,rc agreed 
that we would got tho best results from a 
government similar to that which Kugland 
gives her colonics. People must not think 
that tho natives of Hawaii are opposed to 
tho proposed action of the Provisional 
Government iu seeking protection from 
tho Government of the United States. 
Many . natives, in fact a large 
majority, have never been in sympathy 
with the native ruler, and only the clique 
that lived and grew rich on the favors of the 
deposed Queen have any serious objection to 
the proposed government. Tho reports of 
the recent revolution have been accurate as 
far us the details are concerned, but no idea 
can be given to people living in tho United 
States of the flimsy excuses and subterfuges 
by which the Queen sought to force u now 
constitution upon the people that would 
make her a despot with more power than 
the Czar of Russia ever coveted. If their 
plans had been successful the white people 
would have been forced to abandon their in- 
terest, and would have been absolutely com- 
pelled to leave the islands." 

Wilmington, Del., Feb. 2. — Ex Secre- 
tary of Stute Bayard to-day told the Phila- 
delphia Ledger representative that ho 
neither had any desire nor right to speak 
for the incoming administration us to tho 
terms of its probable actio 1 in the Hawaiian 
matter. He unwillingly, however, re- 
viewed tho policy of ih; state department 
while ho was at its head. In the course of 
several hours' eon vernal ion, Mr. Bayard 



patiently, to which tho Queen responded 
with thanks and left the throne room. Mr. 
Kaunamano began calling for tho lives of 
tho members of tho cabinet, and said that 
ho thirsted for blood, but was suppressed. 
A few minutes later tho Queen appeared 
upon un upper balcony and told tho crowd 
that through the perfidy of her ministry she 
was unable to give them tho constitution at 
present, but promised to procuro it for 
them at tho earliest opportunity. Ths 
crowd responded to this address by giving 
three cheers for the Queen. Representative 
White then begun to address the crowd from 
tho steps of the palace. Ho told the crowd 
thut the Queen and cabinet had betrayed 
them, and that instoad of going home 
peaceably they should "go into the palace 
and kill and bury her." In upito of all at- 
tempts to check him, ho declared that he 
would never close his mouth until the now 
constitution was granted. He dually yiold- 
ed to tho expostulations of Col. Boyd, and 
tho crowd dispersed. 

News was brought to tho citizens down 
town that tho attempt to carry tho revolu- 
tion through had for tho moment failed. 
Tho meeting, however, appreciating the 
fact that the trouble bud but just begun, 
did not disperse, but-continued the consider- 
ation of tho emergency. A committee of 
public safety was formed, to which the fur- 
ther consideration of the situation was dele- 
gated. On January 17 a mass meeting was 
called by the couimitteo of public safety. 
Every class was represented and tho meet- 
ing was intensely enthusiastic, and the 
speakers wero applauded to the echo. 
Speeches wore made by W. C. Wilder, II. 
Thurston, II. F, Glade, H. P. Baldwin and 
many others. They all justified their action 
us necessary for tho preservation of liberty 
and order, and Mr. Wilder read resolutions 
recommended by tho committee of public 
sufoty denouncing the action of tho Queen, 
ratifying and endorsing the actions of tho 
committee and authorising it to devise ways 
and means for tho preservation of law and 
order. They wero passed by nu unanimous 
voto, and the meeting broke up. 
Washington, D.C., Feb. 2.— Senator 

Felton ban conveyed to President Harrison 
information that Queen Liliuokalani bus 
requested one of her Royal household to at 
once communicate with him, giving full par- 
ticulars of the revolution, in order that ho 
may understand both sides of the easo he- 
fore he meets the C ommissioners of the Pro- 
visional Government. It is snid a letter 
giving the Quec'iu side was prepared by a 
lata member of her cabinet, It lias not 
been received by tho President yet, 

New Yokk, Feb. 2 — Tho Commercial 
Advertiser says editorially : " In order to 
hold tho key of tho Pacific we ought to 
qualify for its possession by connecting it 
with tho Atlantic through tho canal. Tho 
policy of a generous encouragement of tho 
Nicaragua canal and the resumption of our 
interest in the completion of tho Panama 
ditch, may bo tho outcome of tho Hawaiian 
revolution that will bo of enduring benclit 
to the world." 
Tacoma, Feb. 2.— At a meeting of the 

niiaiiibwr of Ooninioroo to day rMolutiom i" 

favor of preserving tho commercial relations 
already established and of the contem- 
plated annexation of tho Hawaiian Islands 
to the United States wero passed. 

Dr. Mott Smith, Hawaiian representative 
in Washington, this afternoon was shown a 
copy of a dispatch from Chicago containing 
the statement of John M. Cleghom, claim- 
ing to be the uncle of Princess Kaiulalia, 
heiress apparent to the Hawaiian throne, 
who is en route to Washington 4S hours in 
advance of tho commissioners of the 
Provisional Government of Hawaii, 
for the purpose of asking President 
Harrison to establish a protectorate over 
Hawaii, with Princess Kaiulalia as Queen. 
Dr. Smith suid : "Mr. Cleghom maybe 
what he asserts himself to be — uncle of the 
Princess— but I never heard of him. I have

of the more important acts of the Cleveland 
administration in the prosecution of 
the policy inaugurated by Secretary 
Fish. Mr. Bayard has always been im- 
pressed with the great importance to the 
United States of tho Hawaiian Islands, 
That Mr. Cleveland shares his opinion is 
thown by reference to the Bubjoot in his 
message of December 3, 1888. With hii 
linger on the map of the Pacific, Mr. Bayard 
pointed out tho geographical relation ut 
tho.no islands to the United States Pacifi 
coast. 

"They are," said he, " only stepping 
stones across the grout Pacitio to the Orient. 
They are looked upon by Great Britain with 
longing eyes, because they provido a stop- 
ping place on the now routo to Aus- 
tralia and British Columbia, from 
Victoria and Vancouver, but they are 
nearer San Francisco than either, and no 
foreign power has ao strong u claim to them 
by reason of proximity us the United States. 
The question is whether American commer- 
cial interests have developed to such ^ point 
as to make absorption logical and practi- 
cable with the full consentof the Hawaiians, 
or whether it shall bo undertaken against 
the protest of on unwilling people. Under 
the treaty of 1ST") and extended in 1888 we 
have in all some two years during which wo 
possess the right to say that tho islands 
shall not pass into the possession ot any 
other power, I certainly feel that these 
islands ought to remain either in tho control 
of the islanders or in our own control, Wo 
have already placed ourselves on record us 
asserting the supremacy of our rights and 
our interests there."

LoNDOK, Feb. '>.— M. Varginy, Minister 
in Hawaii in the time of Kulakaua, writeB 
of tho present trouble to tho Times that tho 
baneful effects of tho McKioloy tariff aro 
mainly tcsponsible for tho desire of Hawaii 
to be annexed to America. He recalls the 
refusal of the United States to join the 
Anglo-French protocol of 1846 to uphold 
tho autonomy of tho Hawaiian island.!, al- 
though the Washington government at that 
time declared solemnly that it would always 
respect their independence. In view of 
this declaration Varginy thinks tho islauds 
will not bo annexed. 

The Hawaiian charge d'affairs has re- 
ceived no dispatches from Hawaii by way 
of Mew Zealand, although the Alameda 
arrived at Auckland from Honolulu, and is 
of the opinion that- the Queen changed her 
mind about the appeal to Great Britain and 
sent a statement to Washington City, which 
will arrive on the next steamer at San 
Francisco. 

Bkelin, Feb. 2.— Inquiry at the Berlin 
foreign ollice in regard to the attitude of 
Germany in the Hawaiian situation elicited 
a serai-official reply to the effect that Ger- 
many was at present passive', but if the 
United States should annex Hawaii Ger- 
many might demand slight compensation 
olsewhere. 

The cause which led to tho recent revolu- 
tion in the Hawaiian Islands is given in tho 
Honolulu Daily Pacific Commercial Adver- 
tiser of January 14, which says in its edi- 
torial columns : " Tho business community 
is entitled to a voice in the management of 
affairs, and it has tho power to make itB 
rights respeoted. Tho appointment of 
cabinets which are an affront to tho commer- 
cial interests of tho whole country may 
bring a momentary success, but, not one 
which can last. It is unfortunate for the 
sovereign that her advisers should lead her 
into a course which must hasten the down- 
fall of tho Hawaiian monarchy." 

In regard to the dismissal of the old cabi- 
net and the appointment of the new one, at 
whoso bunds Queen Liliuokalani expected 
to obtain support for her new constitution, 
it continues : "The hopes that were enter- 
tained that in spite of the disgraceful way 
in which the lute cabinet was removed, ono 
fairly suitable would be appointed in its 
place have been grievously disappointed, 
and a ministry bus been commissioned 
which does not possess, because it does not 
deserve, tho respect of any portion of the 
community. Tho l»to cabinet was removed, 
everyone knows, by a combination of opium 
smugglers, disappointed office-seekers, in- 
triguing officeholders and haolo haters, aid- 
ed by the powerful influence of the court 
and the police department and tho free use 
of bribery. The Queen has persistently in- 
terfered in politics and has not been cluck- 
ed. She bus set her will against that of the 
legislature, and has carried it through. 



Such a condition of affairs is one of 
pressed revolution." 

In the sumo paper, under date of January 
16, a history of tho coup d'clat is given. 
Three days before tho hlow was struck tho 
members of tho cabinet wero informed of it, 
and ono of them consulted a number of 
the prominent citizens. They advised the 
cabinet to refuse to sign tho new constitu- 
tion and to decline to resign. Tho proroga- 
tion passed off quietly enough until in tho 
afternoon when tho Hui Kalaima marched 
over to tho palaco and presented tho now 
constitution to tho Queen with tho petition 
that it be promulgated among the people. 
This move had been prearranged, and the 
member for Lahiana, William White, had 
been actively working it up. A largo crowd 
of natives had gathered round tho paluco 
gates and in the grounds besides near tho 
Government building and elsewhere in the 
neighborhood. 

Tho Queen retired to the Blue room and 
summoned tho ministers. They found her 
seated at u table, wearing a sparkling coro- 
net of diamonds. She at onco presented 
them with the draft of tho now constitu- 
tion, demanded their signatures and declar- 
ed her intention to promulgate it at onco. 
All the cabinet attempted to dissuudo her 
from her revolutionary course, but without 
succcbs. Bringing her clenched [hand down 
upon tho table Queen Liliuokalani said : 
" Gentlemen, I do not wish to hoar any 
more advice. I intend to promulgate this 
constitution, and to do it now." 

She then told tho cabinet that unless 
they abandoned their resistance at oneo she 
would go out upon the steps of the palace 
and tell tho excited crowd thht she wished 
to give them a now constitution, but was 
prevented by her ministers, who were in- 
side the palace with her. 

The ministers, knowing what tho threat 
meant, lied for their lives. They then sent 
to tho citizens to ask what support the 
cabinet would huvo in its resistmce. A 
meeting, irrespective of politics, was bur- 
tiedly culled at tho house of Hon. W. O. 
Smith. All those gathered together, trades- 
men, lawyers, mechanics and merchants, 
were of but ono opinion, and it was agreed, 
without a dissenting voice, that it was the 
duty of every good citizen to resist tho 
revolutionary encroachments of the Queen. 
A message to this effect was dispatched to the 
cabinet. Tho ministers then revisited the 
palaco, not without apprehensions for their 
personal safety, and attempted to induce 
her to retrace tho stops she had already 
taken. While her troops stood drawn up, 
waiting for tho word of command, the 
Queen hesitated and hesitated, and the con- 
ference lusted for a long time. Sho could 
not bo induced to give up her project, but 
dually consented with bitter reluctance to n 
temporary postponement of the premedi- 
tated coup. 

The Queen was a very angry woman, 
when at -t p.m , Saturday, she returned to 
the throne room, where were assembled 
most of tho native members of the legis- 
lature, the cabinet, the governor of Oahu, 
the young princes, Chief justico Judd and 
mnny others.

Conservative Caucus— The New Pre- 
mier and the Finance Minister 
Outline the Policy. 

The Manitoba School Question-Tariff

Orr,uv.\, Fob. 2.— Tho Conservative cau- 
cus this afternoon was largely attended. 
Mr. Tisdalo preeided, Mr. O'Brien was 
absent.

Tho Premier was warmly 
received. He dealt with the present posi- 
tion of the Conservative party, and then re- 
ferred to tho Manitoba school question.

servo time for trafficking in tanglefoot : 
Mrs. Turner, mother of Lieutenant Turner, 
of the United States steamship Pinta ; Cap- 
tain A. T. Whitford and daughter; Mrs. 
Emily T. Gago and H. Baver. 

The last up trip of tho City of Topeka 
wns tho fastest on record, having covered 
tho distance in live days between Puget 
Sound and Sitka. Tho City of Topeka 
called at Wrangle, Juneau and Killisnook. 
Captain Wallace reports the weather us ex- 
ceedingly pleasant in Alaska up to four days 
ngo, when it turned suddenly cold, tho mer- 
cury running down to 10 degrees below 
zero. 

The steamer brings news of a terrible 
flood, which occurred at the little cannery 
settlement of Afognak, situated about nine 
miles from Cook's Inlet.

A PERSISTENT PRESIDENT. 

Ho Wants a Policy Curried Out So as to 
Heavily Handicap the, Canadian 
Pacific Railway. 

Washinoton, Feb. 2.— President Harri- 
son sent tojhe House to-dny a incssago deal- 
ing with the importation of ' foreign goods 
into the United States across the Canadian 
boundary under consular seal. Tho Presi- 
dent discussed at length tho treaty obliga- 
tions which affect tho subject, growing out 
of the provisions of articlo '29, of the Treaty 
of Washington, and arrived at the conclu- 
sion that artiolo 29 of that treaty had 
been abrogated, end even if in force 
tbcro is no law extant to execute 
it. The law authorizing the scaling of curs 
in Canada containing foreign merchandise 
imported from a contiguous country, docs 
not apply to merchandise imported "by our 
own people from countries not contiguous 
(China and Japan) and carried through 
Canada for delivery to such others. The 
President believes Unit u policy adapted to 
tho new conditions, growing iu part out of 
Uio construction of tho Canadian Pacific 
railroad, should bo declared and business 
placed upon a basis more just to our people 
and to our transportation companies.

News cornea from Rivers' Inlet that Stcvo 
Vaughen, a trapper, waa found in an open 
sail boat in Queen Charlotte's Sound on 
January 15, almost dead from starvation. 
He left the island, where ho had been trap- 
ping, and was tossed about in the storm for 
two weeks. Having only two days' rations, 
he was obliged to kill his hound and eat it 
raw. Vaughan is now at Wannuck recuper- 
ating. 

News was received to day from Quesnfllle 
of a tire which occurred there on lSi.li Janu- 
ary. A house ami blacksmith shop belong- 
ing to J. Carson were burned to the ground, 
and a lot of mining machinery in baa shop 
destroyed. Three children narrowly escap- 
ed burning to death, 

There are prospects of a coal Famine. 
Dealers have raised the price !?2 per ton, 
and will only sell for spot caEh. 

The wintry spell still prevails. Last 
night the thermometer on Columbia 
street registered six below zero, while 
in the upper portion of the city 
the instruments indicated seven be- 
low, At 9 o'clock this morning the mercury 
began to rise, but at noon it was still one 
degree below zero. Alight full of snow pre- 
vailed all day, accompanied by a cutting 
northeast wind. 

Chilliwaek and Matequi each report S 
below last night, and the temperature slow- 
ly rising to-day. The ico on the river wau 
stronger than ever, and teams could cross in 
safety. To-night the snow is fulling 
heavily, accompanied by a strong gale from 
the southeast, Fully per cent, of the 
water pipes in the houses are burst, and 
thousands of plants in the conservatories 
have been killed by the frost. 

NANAIHO. 

Na.naimo, Feb. 2. — The foreign coal ship 
ments from the ports of Nanalmo and Co- 
mox show a slight increase for the past 
month of January as compared with De- 
cember. The total shipments for January 
amount to 63,194 tons, being 8,(j02 tons 
moro than were shipped in the preceding 
month. The New Vancouver Coal Com- 
pany's shipments were close on 2,000 tons 
less than for the month of December, and 
over 10,00(1 greater than for the same month 
last year. The Wellington colliery 'a ship- 
ments are nearly -1,000 tons greater than in 
December ; the Fast Wellington Co.'s ship- 
men's are also increased by about 1,000 
tons. The Union colliery output is more 
than double that of December. The total 
shipments for January, ISA,'), arc 20,000 
tons in excess of the samo mouth in 1S92. 
The prospects for the present month arc 
good. There are now ten vessels hero be- 
sides those at Comox. The cold snap preva- 
lent all along the coast will doubtless in- 
crease the demand for coal at kSan Franoir-co, 
and should it continue there is overy pros- 
pect of a raise in price, the surplus stocks 
being rapidly worked off. 

Some few months ago, as the result of ef- 
forts made by Rev. G. H. Tovey, rector of 
St. Alhan's, the Veronica Home was 
opeDed here by Sister Gertrude. Tho 
Home was established for the pur- 
pose of providing homo comfort and 
trained nurses to invalids, especially women 
and children. Since then a number of 
patients have passed through the Homo suc- 
cessfully restored to health by tho careful 
nursing of Sister Gertrude, The Veronica 
Homo tills a want, and its establishment 
has been cordially appreciated. Now that 
an apneal is being made for funds where- 
with to erect a commodious, permanent 
building, doubtless the amount required 
will be speedily forthcoming. 

Several attempts to start a steam laundry 
iu town have been made in the past with 
the poorest success. A new one is now 
under way, and though in some quarters it 
is receiving support the general public do 
not appear to be taking much interest in 
the matter. There is a strong anti-Chinese 
feeling here, but cheapness is appreciated 
and Chinese wash- houses will not easily bo 
extirpated. 

QOESNEMiK. 

Quesneixe, Jan. 18.— At noon bo-day a 
tire broke out in tho house occupied by \V. 
Bertram. Mrs. iiartram hud gone out for a 
few minutes, and her sister, Airs. Craig, 
saw smoko issuing from the roof. She 
rushed down the street and opened tho 
door to find the house black with smoke. 
Shu groped her way to the three children, 
carrying out one and then returning for the 
other two. By this time flames were com- 
ing out of the doors, and had she nob been 
able to take tho little ones then they would 
have been suffocated. Mr. Fraser, school 
teacher, assisted Mrs. Craig to tako out 
two trunks and some wearing apparel, but 
nothing rise could bo saved. By this time 
help had arrived, but nothing could bo 
done ; it being evident that tho house, with 
the smithy attached, was doomed. The 
firemen, with a crowd of volunteers, did 
their utmost to keep the adjoining building 
from catching fire.

CAPE BRETON COAL TRUST. 

Nova Scotln Legislature Prorogued After 
Adopting mil to Legalize the 
Transfer of Mines. 

HALIFAX, N. S., Fob. 2.— The House of 
Assembly was prorogued ycbtcrday after tho 
Lieutenant-Governor had signed eleven 
bills, including thoso leasing to an Ameri- 
can syndicato all the coal mines in Cupe 
Broton. Tho mines trausfen-ed to the syn- 
dicate headed by Mr. Whitney are all situ- 
ated in tho county of Capo Breton. They 
are leased from tho Government. Noue of 
them are owned by tho men who work 
them. Tho syndicate has already purchased 
tho iuterest of the lessees, in neveral of the 
mines. Tho leases had rifty-four yeurs to 
run. By the now doul the leases are ex- 
tended to ninety-nine years. The syndicate 
i3 to pay no taxes to either tho province or 
tho municipalities for its coal lands, but is 
to pay instead a royalty "equivalent to 121, 
cent3 per ton, the output of coal from any 
mine for the year 1S01 being the biais to bo 
adopted should it not bo operated in any 
future year." The syndicate will have to 
pay royalty at this rate whether the mine 
is worked or is idle, and if by a combination 
with tho coal ownera of the United Statea 
tho syndicate agrees to cease mining it will 
have to provide fur that royalty, amounting 
to $122,7911, besides having to pay the in- 
terest on tho $0,000,000 or so which it bus 
invested in tho Capo Breton mines. This, 
altogether, is calculated to amount to $300,- 
000 a year. 

TO STOP CRIMPING. 

The British Board of Trade to Secure a Con- 
vention With the United Stnte-i. 

LONDON, Feb. 1. — The sixteenth annual 
meeting of tho Chamber of Shipping of tho 
United Kingdom commenced to-day. Among 
the resolutions introduced wus one request- 
ing that tho Board of Trade try to secure a 
convention with tho Uuited States Govern- 
ment and Great Britain to stop crimping 
and prevent desertion of British seamen in 
U.S. ports. It is complained at San Fran- 
cisco in particular that crimping is carried 
on to an extent, most injurious to the British 
mercantile marine. Boarding masters go 
aboard incoming ships and tempt the men 
ashoro, where, in certain boarding houses 
tho men are kept and supplied with 
liquor. Tho boarding master then 
boards tho ship and practically sells 
tho men back to the n. aster at high 
prices. It was stated that efforts had been 
made many times duriug the past year to 
conclude a convention against crimping 
with the United States, and Chamberlain, 
when in America, was rdmo3t successful in 
carrying the convention through. The reso- 
lution was brought forward by tho General 
Shipowners' Society of London, with the 
entire concurrence of tho British Board of 
Trade.

A Provincial Home for Destitute Per 
sons— Provisions of the Pro- 
posed Legislation. 



Two important public measures wore in- 
troduced in the Provincial Legislature yes- 
terday by messago from His Honor the 
Lieut.-Governor. One of thorn boars the 
name of the Provincial Secretary, and the 
other is in chargo of the Attorney-General. 

Tho first is to pro\ ido for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a Provincial 
1 Homo for destituto porsons. It gives 
/ authority to tho Licut.-Governor-in-Council 
I to establish and maintain tho Homo and 
make such purchases of land for this pur- 
pose as may bo required, also to make rules 
and regulations for its conduct, and to ap- 
point a superintendent and other otlicerB. 
The conditions of admission are as follows, 
Chinese and Indians being barred : 

1. Tho applicant must have been a bona 
Vido resident of tho Province, for a period 
of at least seven years immediately preced- 
v ing tho time of application for admission ; 

Destitute or possessed of means insuffi- 
cient to obtain the necessaries of life ; 

3. Unable to maintain himself by his own 
oxertions, by reason of chronic illness, de- 
bility, or other continuing physical inabil- 
ity ; and, 

4. Not legally entitled to be maintained 
by any other person who, residing in tho 
Province, is able to maintain such person. 

The bill provides that the corporation of 
every municipality shall be liable for the 
support and maintenance of overy poison, 
other than uu Indian or a Chinaman, who is 
oither wholly destitute or not possessed of 
sufficient means to obtain tho necessaries of 
-, life, and is unable to maintain himself by 
| his own exertions, and is not legally entitled 
to be maintained by any other person who 
being within the Province is able to maintain 
him, and who shall have resided in such 
municipality for at least six of tho twelve 
months immediately preceding tho time of 
becoming so destitute, wholly or in part, as 
nforesaid. Tim corporation may dispute the 
liability of maintaining destitute persons, and 
the dispute will bo decided by the County 
Court judge, from whom there shall ho an 
appeul on case stated to tho Divisional 
Court. Destitute persons who are a charge 
on tho municipality and are cared for 
at the Home, will be charged for at 
the average rato of maintenance for each 
inmate, all such bills to be paid once a year. 

The Superintendent of Provincial Police 
is made Inspector of tho Home, with all 
powers for auditing, examining records, 
etc., and penalties are fixed for misconduct. 
A medical practitioner is to attend the in- 
mates, and may order their removal to a 
hospital when necessary. 

The act to provide for the establishment 
of a Bureau of Labor Statistics, und also of 
Councils of Conciliation and of Arbitration 
for the settlement of Industiiul Disputes, is 
modelled on similar legislation to that of 
Australia and the United States. The 
Commissioner of Labor who is to bo 
appointed under tho Act is to present 
annual reports to tho Legislature, of statis- 
tical details relating to different depart- 
ments of labor in the Province, especially in 
relation to -the commercial, Industrial; social 
and sanitary condition of tho laboring 
classes, to visit and examine factories, work- 
shops and all other places where people are 
employed at any kind of labor; and tor this 
purpose the Commissioner, or his deputy, is 
given power to enter the same, interview 
employes, examine into tho methods of pro- 
tection from danger to employes, and un- 
sanitary conditions in and around the estab- 
lishment, and make a record thereof. He is 
to see that all laws regulating the employ- 
ment of children, minors, and women, and 
all laws established for the protection of the 
health and lives of operatives in workshop?, 
factories, and all other places where labor is 
employed, aro onforced ; and in caee he 
shall discover any violation of, or neglect 
to comply with, the law in regard to child 
labor, hours of labor for women or children, 
protection to the health or livrs of employes, 
and similar enactments now or hereafter to 
be made, he shall have power to prosecute 
and otherwise enforce t lie law. Tho Prov- 
ince is to be divided into industrial districts. 

In each of tho districts provided for by 
tho act, there is to be a Council of Concilia- 
tion, before which court the Deputy Com 
missioner of Statistics shall bring ail com- 
plaints. The Council shall consist of four 
members, two to bo appointed by tho 
Lieut. -Governor-in-Counoil on the represen- 
tation of the organization or a majority of 
the organizations representing the interests 
of employes, and two to bo appointed on 
the reco'nmsnriation of the board of trade 
or a maj niiy of tho boards of trade, or a 
similar organizition or organizations as 
representing the interests of employers. If, 
and so Ung as the Province) shall not Lie divid- 
ed into industrial districts, there shall be a 
Council of Conciliation for the whole Pro- 
vince) which shall cousiat of not fewer than 
four nor more than ten members; and of 
the entire number (which shall in every 
case be some number divisible by two) one- 
half shall bo appointed by the Lieutenant- 
Go vernor-in- Council on the recommendation 
of each of tho several recommending author- 
ities. 

The procedure lor the purposes of making 
out lists of such orgini/.jtiona, and of ascer- 
taining and giving i fleet to the recommend- 
ations of Mich recommending authorities, 
shall be prescribed by regulations to bo 
made putau int to the act, provided that if and 
so long iu the Piovince is not divided into 
industrial districts, such regulations shall 
be so framed as to provide, as far as may be 
practicable, that the. Council of Conciliation 
appointed for the whole Province shall he 
fairly representative of all large centres of 
industry in the Piovince. 

The appointment for any district, or for 
the entire Piovince, of a Council of Con- 
ciliation, shall not prevent the appointment, 
from time to time, as occasion may require, 
of a Council of four Conciliators, two by 
i.icli party to any dispute or claim, by or on 
behalf of any employer or the employes of 
any employer, for tho. purpose of dealing 
specially with any reference of such dispute 
or claim. If in any case there be no Coun- 
cil of Conciliation appointed by tho Lieut.- 
Governor-in-Counbil, pursuant to recom- 
mendation under this act, or none available 
for the purpose of dealing with any dispute 
or claim within its meaning, and if either 
party to Buchjdisputo or claim so desires the 
dispute or claim shall be referred to Con- 
ciliators for settlement, and a Council of 
four Conciliators appointed* by both parties, 
two members of such Council being Belcoted 
by each party, shall he a Council of Concil- 
iation for all purposes of tho act, provided 
that any appointments under this section 
Fhall not take effeot until after the approval 

thereof by the Commissioner, livery mem- 
ber of any Bitch Council of Conciliation while 



engaged in tho adjustment of any dispute 
shall bo remunerated for his services. The 
duration of the offico of a member of a 
Council of Conciliation shall not exceed two 
years, at the end of which term and of every 
successive term of two years, a fresh ap- 
pointment of members shall bo inado by tho 
Lieutenant-Govornnr-in-Council. Any per- 
son who has held office us a member of Bueh 
Council shsll, if duly recommended, bo eli- 
gible for re-appointment; provided always 
that tho Lieutenant-Governor-in-Couucil 
may at any time, upon the request of there- 
commending organization, cancel the ap- 
pointment of a member appointed at tho 
instance of such organization. 

Tho Council of Arbitration which ia to bo 
appointed under tho act is to determine 
pointB specially submitted to them for con- 
sideration, and if their award shall not bo 
considered satisfactory to either or both 
pjrties, a secuul roferenco may he undo to 
tho Board of Conciliation, General pro- 
visions aro made for tho carrying out of tho 
act, and tho following list is given of claims 
or disputes which are included, viz.: 

The prico to bo paid for work done, or in 
course of being done, whether such disagree- 
ment shall have arisen with respect to 
wages aa agreed upon, or the hours or times 
of working as agreed upon ; 

Damage alleged to havo been done to tho 
work, delay in finishing the same, not finish- 
ing the same in a good and workmanlike 
manner, or according to agreement, or with 
respect to materials supplied to employes 
and alleged to be bad, unfit or unsuitable ; 

The prico to bo paid for winning any 
mineral or fUbstance mined, or obtained by 
mining, hewing, quarrying or other pro- 
cess ; tho allowances, if any, to be made for 
bands, refuse, faults or other causes where- 
by tho mining of tho mineral or substance 
is impeded ; 

The performance or non -performance of 
any stipulation or matter alleged to havo 
been embodied in any agreement whether 
in writing or not ; 

Insufficient or unwholesome food sup- 
plied to employes where there is an agree- 
ment to victual them, or to supply them 
with provisions or stores of any kind; 

III- ventilated or dangerous workings, or 
places in mines, or unwholesome or insani- 
tary rooms, or other places of accommoda- 
tion, in which work is being performed, or 
want of necessary conveniences in connec- 
tion with such rooms or places; 

Any established custom, or usngo of any 
industry, employment, or district; 

Tho dismissal or employment under 
agreement of any employes or number of 
employes. 

No claim or dispute shall be the subject 
of conciliation or arbitration under the act, 
in any ca3e in which tho employes affected 
by such claim or dispute shall bo fewer in 
number than ten. And in every case re- 
ferred to a Council of Arbitration such 
council shall havo power to require any 
party to the claim or dispute so referred to 
name not more than three persons, who, 
upon their consent in writing, shall for all 
purposes of the reference be taken to repre- 
sent such party. 

THE CORONER'S CONSTABLE. 

What Dr.Hnsell Has to Say In Advocacy of 
This Officer's Appointment. 

Below is given the text of a communica- 
tion addressed to the City Council by 
Coroner Hasell, read at the last regular 
meeting of tho City Council aud now re- 
ceiving the attention of the Polico com- 
mittee : 

"Victoria, B. C, January 20, 189.1. 

" To Hit Worship l/ic Mayor and Council: 
" Gentlemks*,— 

" I wiBh to draw your attention to the 
urgent need there is for a politic morgue 
and mortuary in a city of the size and im- 
portance of Victoria. At present, as 
doubtless many of you aro aware, the body 
of a person found dead, or dying suddenly, 
is taken to one of the Boverul undertaker's 
offices. This is in many cases a proceeding 
fraught with great danger to the commun- 
ity, especially so when the body is in an ad- 
vanced state of decomposition, since the of- 
fices in question i>ro all situated in a densely 
populated quarter. 

" Again, as coroner, I have no guarantee 
that the body so deposited bus not been 
tampered with before being inspected offi- 
cially by the jury and myself. 

" This is a most important matter in all 
medico-legal cases, since, where there is only 
a small police force, it is not possible to de- 
tail a special guard. 

" The doctor who is ordered by me to 
make a post mortem examination of the 
body, is obliged to do so in the undertaker's 
room, where any one of the public may 
have access. This is both inconvenient and 
indecen t. 

" I would ask you to consider the ad- 
visability of appointing a const-able to act 
as coroner's officer. At present the duty of 
summoning the jury and witnesses and 
'wo; king up the case' for the inquest, is 
left to the fiist coustahle who ia unem- 
ployed at the time. 

' This practice causes much unnecessary 
confusion and trouble, the constable lying 
detailed for the extra duty in his spare 
time, and without special remuneration. J 
believe in Canada, and certainly in the 
Old Country, tho coroner appoints an 
officer from tho police force, either for the 
city or borough, us the case may be. This 
constable has in addition to his ordinary 
dut ies, to make out and serve summonses on 
thy jury, being furnished with a copy of tho 
jury lists for the purpose, to summon wit- 
nesses, and to open and close the courts. 
For these extra duties he is paid certain 
regular fees. 

" I beg respect fully to enclose a copy of 
these fees from Boyes on coroners, the 
authority on tho subject in the Dominion 
of Canada. Hoping that these petitions 
will meet with your consideration and ap- 
proval.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Assessment Roll. 

lie it enacted by tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by tho Council I iiercof , as follows : 

1. It is hereby declared that a distinction for 
tho purpose of assessment shall bo mide bo. 
tweon land and Improvements situate within 
tho municipality limits of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria. 

2. Land situate within tho said limits 
shall bo estimated for tho purpose of assess- 
inent at its actual cash value, as it would bo 
appraised in payment of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor. 

3. Improvements situato within tho said 
limits shall be estimated for tho purpose of 
assessment at fifty per cent of their actual cash 
valuo. as they would bo appraised in payment 
of a just dobt from n solvent debl.or. 

•1. Tho Assessor shall begin to make tho 
assessment on or beforo tho fourth Friday In 
January, and comploto tho same on cr before 
tho second Tuesday in May, and tho assess- 
ment shall be made on the said second Tuesday 
in May in oach year. 

5. The Assessment Roll shall bo returned by 
the Assessor to tho Clerk of the Municipal- 
ity on or before tho third Saturday in May 
In each year. 

6. In tho construction of this by-law tho ex- 
pressions "Land" and "Improvements" shall 
havo respectively tho meanings given to them 
tnSootion 2 of tho Municipal Act. 1892. 

7. Tho Land nnd Improvement Assessment 
By-Law, 1892, and any by-law or by-laws con- 
taining any provision or provisions « inch may 
be inconsistent with or repugnant to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law, is and aro hereby re- 
pealed In so for only as the samo nro so incon- 
Blstent or repugnant, so that full forco and 
effeot shall bo given to tho provisions of this 
by-law, but not otherwise.

.-1 BENEFICENT INSTITUTION. 

The Government of the Province, in pro 
vldiDg a Home for the Destitute, are doing 
a good and a necessary work. There are 
many old and worn out men in different 
parts of the Province who, if not taken cire 
of by the public, will pass the remainder of 
their days miserably. Most of tlieni have 
lived useful lives. They have been unfor- 
tunate, and it would be cruel to leave 
them for the rest of their lives dependent 
ou the kindness of a few benevolent people. 
In the towns and villages, too, tliero are 
often civses of destitution. There being no 
charitable institution in the Province, it is 
often a difficult matter to givo them the 
relief they so sorely need. It is not right 
in a Christian community that no provision 
.should be made for the helpless and the 
infirm who have no means of their 
own and no relatives to whom they 
csu look for aid and support. Pitiable 
oases of this kind have come to almost 
every one's knowledge, and the impossibil- 
ity of extending adequate and permanent 
relief to the sufferers has been a real cause 
of grief to tender-hearted people. 

Bat the Home which the Government 
proposes to establish will be open to the de- 
serving poor of all parts of the Province. 
They there will be comfortably lodged and 
well taken ciro of. The munici- 
palities will be required to pny 
for the support of those whom 
they send to the Home, and most of 
them, we are ture, will be glad to avail 
themselves of the privilege. Attempts will, 
of cohrse, bo made to impose upon those to 
whom the management of the Home will bo 
intrusted, but it will bo comparatively easy 
to expose impesters and to prevent unde- 
serving persons becoming a burden on the 
public. The establishment of a Homo for 
the Destitute will, wo have no doubt, be 
cordially approved of by the whole popula- 
tion of the Province. 



QUARANTINE. 

There is ample evidence that the cholera 
is still active in Hamburg. Every now and 
again wo hear of persons dying of the 
cholera in that city, and there must be 
many more eases than there are deaths. A 
short time ago the crow of a vessel from 
New Orleans became infected in consequence 
of drinking Kibe water, and cases were de- 
veloped among the crows of two other ships 
soon after their arrival in Hamburg. All 
this makes it certain that as soon as the 
warm weather comes lho cholera will revive 
in Hamburg and in other places where there 
were cases last year, and from them will 
spread to parts of the world with which 
i hey have communication. 

The certainty of the reappearance of the 
cholera in the spring, makes attention to 
quarantine ou this continent a necessity. 
Toe United States is taking measures to 
pul the quarantine of that country in the 
most efficient condition possible. A Quar- 
antine Bill has passed tho Senate without a 
division. This measure places the Quaran- 
tine Service of the w hole Republic under 
tho Supervising Surgeon-dene- al of tho 
Murine Hospital service, who again is under 
tho direction of tho Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. When this Bill becomes luw, tho 
President will have " power to prohibit in 
v. hole or in part, tlie introduction of per- 
sons or property frr.m such countries or 
places as he thill designate, and for such 
period of time as he may deem necessary." 
The expediency of placing tho wholo 



quarantine service of tho country under 
one central authority must be ap- 
parent to every one capable of think- 
ing. If quarantine is to be efficient 
there must be uniformity of administration 
and of regulations. It will never do to 
have in this matter of quarantine a division 
of authority or to have one set of regula- 
tions clashing with another set. 

The United States, until this bill becomes 
law, is pretty much in the same position as 
regards quarantine as the Dominion of Can- 
ada. Hero tho authority of the Federal 
Government clashes with that of the Pro- 
vinces, and the municipalities which con- 
coive themselves in danger take upon them- 
selves to supplemebt or to perfect tho action 
of both the Dominion and tho Provincial 
authorities. This leads to confusion and 
dots not make for efficiency by any means. 
Wo are glad to see that tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment is conferring with men of ekill 
and oxperienco from the dilierout Provinces 
with respect to quarantine, Wo trust 
that tho result of the conference will bo the 
enaotment of a better quarantine law than 
tho present one, and tho drawing up of 
regulations which, when enforced, will 
leave nothing for either the Province or tho 
Municipality to do with respect to either 
the quarantining or tho disinfection of tho 
passengers and crews of vessels. 

The prohibition of immigration as is pro- 
posed and provided for by tho United 
States is a very serious matter. It may be 
necessary, and if it is, the Federal Govern- 
ment should have full power to prevent 
persons from infected countries lauding at 
any port of tho Dominion. The necessity 
of co-operation with the United States in 
this matter of preventing tho introduction 
of disease from abroad must be evident to 
every thinking man. For tho purpose of 
guarding the country against tho in- 
vasion of cholera New York and Bos- 
ton may be said to be as much 
seaports of the Dominion us they are of the 
United States; in the same way disease may 
almost as readily bo brought into the United 
States by way of Halifax, St. John or 
Montreal as it may by way of New York, 
Boston or any other ut its own seaports. 
Combined, and, if possible, uniform action 
is necessary for the safety of both countries. 
It. iu evident from what took place last year 
that tho governments of both countries aro 
convinced of this, mid that means will be 
devised before spiiug to establish on this 
continent something like an intei national 
quarantine. 

A LOYAL LIBERAL. ' 

Tho Hon. David Mills while in Windsor 
a few days ago, was interviewed on tho 
subject of the annexation movement by a 
representative of the Dotroit Frco Press. 
Mr. Mills, as our readers know, is a leading 
Liberal. He was Minister of tho Interior of 
tho MacKenzie administration. He talked 
to the newspaper nun quite freely and did 
not hesitate to criticise the conduct of those 
American statesmen who are taking a lead- 
ing part in trying to induce Canadians to 
throw off their nlleglanco to Croat Britain, 
Among other things Mr. Mills said : 

My observation is that it is not tho 
practice among nations for those who are 
entrusted with tho responsibilities of gov- 
ernment to engage in the public discussion 
of schemes for tho dismemberment 
of a neighboring state. If men 
high in office in the Imperial Par- 
liament were to discuss the ques- 
tion of tho acquisition of Maine because it 
is commercially anil £C)t r iphicilly moro 
closely connccteel with Canada than with 
the neighboring Republic, it would not cer- 
tainly bo regarded as a friendly . act. We, 
in Canada, have no quarrel with the Imper- 
ial Government. It, has done ua no injus- 
tice. It has permitted us to take our own 
course, to develop our own resources and to 
work out our own destiny us far as wo have 
gone. What may be hidden in the future 
for this country I know not. Providence 
does not bestow upon men tho power of 
reading the future of states. What we 
need is the reformation of existing abuses, 
not radical and revolutionary changes ; re- 
form under tho constitution, not a destruc- 
tion of the constitution itself. Wo need 
those changes which intelligent discussion, 
honeat intention and electoral votes can 
secure, and not thoso which can only be ob- 
tained at this time by the force of arms. 

This is admirably said, and it would be 
well for the Liberal party if all ita leaders 
talked in this reasonable und loyal way. 
The people of Canada are not all of one 
mind with respect to the manner in which 
they aro governed or with respect to tile 
character and tho abilites of the men who 
aro at the head of ulfairs. It is not to be 
expected that they would be, and it is not 
d sn able. An able and a vigilant Opposi- 
tion may be regarded as one of the essentials 
of good government, under a British consti- 
tu ion, But there is nothing in tho world 
1 1 prevent the Opposition being as loyal and 
as patriotic as the Government. It is 
because the cnurso which the Canadian 
Opposition has pursued of late years has given 
tho people cuise to suspect the loyalty of 
some of its leading men and the genuineness 
of their patriotism, that it has fallen so low 
iu the estimation of the people of Canada, 
antl has become numerically 113 well as 
morally so weak. 

It would bo better for Canada and better 
for tho Opposition itself if all Liberals took 
tho ground on which Mr. Mills stood at 
Windsor, and maintained that all the evils 
which the Opposition has to complain of 
can be cured by the people themselves in 
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the ways provided by the constitution, and 

not by entertaining proposals cither for 

annexation or independence. 

&, — 

AMERICAN OPINION. 

It is somewhat amusing to read tho com- 
ments of some of the American newspapers 
and American politicians ou the revolution 
in Hawaii. They do not pay tho slightest 
attention to what wo may call tho moral 
aspect of the movement. They do not in- 
quire into tho right of the men who form 
tho Provisional Government to dothrone tho 
Queen and to take upon themselves tho 
work of managing tho affairs of tho country 
without finding out whether they have with 
them a majority, or anything liko a major- 
ity, of tho people. One would think that 
the first question tho citizens of a Republic 
would ask would be, has this been elono 
with tho consent of tho peoplo of Hawaii, 
or is tho majority of tho people likely to 
sanction what has been done by tho revolu- 
tionists'.' But by the greater num- 
bers of the journalists and politicians 
tho wishes of tho peoplo of the 
Hawaiian Islands are completely ignored. 
All that they want to know is, would those 
islands be a valuable acquisition to the 
United Stales or not? It seems never to 
have entered the minds of the most of 
them to question tho propriety of the course 
pursued by Consul General Stevens in bring- 
ing an armed force into nonolu'ii while the 
revolution was going on, and when there 
was no danger, or even the appearauco of 
dinger. The questions of right and wrong 
connected with tho revolution aro not dis- 
cussed. The only thing that appears 
present to tho minds of the writers and 
speakers is the interest of the United 
States. It has not occurred to any of them 
to nsk whom do the Commissioners who are 
now in Washington represent, or what 
right have they to speak and act for tho in- 
habitants of tho Hawaiian Islands? 

Can any faction who by force or fraud 
contrives to get possession of tho govern- 
ment of a country with which the United 
States ia at peace, obtain without question 
recognition from its Government? (Jan the 
representative- of the United States iu a 
time of political agitation tuko sides against 
the .sovereign to whom he is accredited and 
r icognize successful revolutionists half un 
h uir after they have effsoted a coup d'etal : 
Is conduct on the part of a diplomatic agent 
which would be highly censurable in Lon- 
don or P.iri3 or Berlin or Washington per- 
fectly justifiable in Honolulu? No such 
scruple's as those we have suggested seem 
to have entered tho minds of our American 
neighbors.

THE HAWAIIAN PROBLEM, 



Mr. Ilirhet of the Opinion That Its 
Solution Will Be Found in 
Annexation. 

Britain's Attitude That of a Disin- 
terested Spectator— Movements 
of Warships. 



Mr. R. P. Rithet, Hawaiian consul for 
British Columbia, yesterday recoived by 
mail the oflicial proclamation of tho change 
of affairs in tho Islands, tho contents of 
which have already been given in tho col- 
umns of the Colonist devoted to telegraphic 
uows. There wero uo letters, tho persons 
in authority evidently having had their 
titno fully employed in other affairs than 
correspondence, but the Honolulu papers 
gave full accounts of the stirring scones 
at the Hawaiian capital, and of the muss 
meetings called by tho committee of safety. 
Nothing more from the provisional govern- 
ment can be looked for prior to tho arrival 
of steamers due iu San Francisco on the 
8th inst. 

Spo iking as a private individual Mr. 
Rithet eays that he cannot see any more 
probable solution of the Hawaiain problem 
than that offorod by tho friends of annex- 
ation to the United States, to which, it was 
plainly intimated not long ugo, Great 
Britain would offer no objection. The ex- 
pressions of the English press on thu crisis 
at Honolulu voice the feeling of the Empire 
— that it is something not concerning British 
interests. 

For himself, Mr, Rithet says ho would 
prefer to see Hawaii an independent repub- 
lic, tho papulation certainly being capable 
of self-government. 

" But," he adds with a smile, "that is of 
course because I'm a British Columbian. If 
I was a San Franciscan and all my interests 
wero Californian, I snpposo I would be as 
enthusiastically for annexation as anyone. 
Talking of a Canadian connection is non- 
sense; all natural conditions practically bind 
Hawaii and tho United States together." 

Mr. Rithet is not in a position either to 
confirm or deny tho report that H.M.S. 
Garnet is now on her way to Honolulu to 
safeguard British interests; and of courue, 
the authorities »t Ksquimalt are not per- 
mitted to disouts tho business of Her Ma- 
jesty's navy. 

THE SlOUil IN OREGON. 

The Worst on Record— Snow From Six to 
Twenty Inches Deep. 

Portland, Feb. 2.— Snow has reachod a 
depth of twelve inches in this city. For 
tho first time during the present storm has 
street car traflic been almost entirely sus- 
pended this morning on the electric lines. 
The cable line is the only one in operation. 
The Southern Pacific train arrived almost 
on schedule time, but the Union and 
Northern Pacific are reported several hours 
late. Un the Columbia river a blinding 
snowstorm, cold and ice, rendered 
it painfully disagreeable and exceedingly 
dangerous to navigation. Tho ice on 
each bank extends 100 feet into the chan- 
nel, while the main channel is full of float- 
ing ice. The harbor in front of Vancouver 
is frozen over, shutting ofT communication 
with this city. At Salem tho storm con- 
tinued furiously all night and morning until 
shortly after noon, wdien the sun shone forth 
bright and the air was balmy ns a morn in 
spring. During the morning all street rail- 
way and other traflic was suspended, but is 
now being slowly resumed, The oldest in- 
habitant declares it the worst snowstorm 
evor witnessed iu Oregon. Tho snow is 
from six to twenty inches deep.

Attempted Subornation of a Juryman— The 
Ycsler C'tiso Still On-Milder 
Weather hits Set In. 

Skattlic, Feb. 2.— (Special)— When the 
suit of tho Great Northern to delay to de 
termino tho valuo of tho lands und water 
fronts recently condemned to tho use of tho 
road, wus called in tho Superior Court to 
day, ex-Judge 'fboiims Burke, counsel for 
the (ireat Northern, arose and said that ono 
of the jurors had notified him '.hut he had 
been approached by u notorious gambler 
who had said : "If you take your euo from 
the witnesses for the defence iu this case it 
will bo worth u thousand or twelve hundred 
dollars to you." The Court proceeded 
immediately to investigate at tho request of 
tho attorney for the defence, who said ha had 
nothing to do with tho attempt at bribery. 
Juror F. J. Ilder was put on tho stand and 
testified that immediately after being (sum- 
moned as juror yesterday, J. C, Edwards, 
bookkeeper, and Eugeno Way, gambler, 
oamo to him und mudo tho above Btatemeut, 
adding that tho property should bo worth 
S1GO.O0O — a conservative estimate ts§20,000. 
Three other jurors testified to the men, Wuy 
among them, having endeavored to influence 
them. Counsel for tho defence refused to go 
on that panel of the jury, and they wero dis- 
missed. Tho court then ordered bjnch 
warrants to issue for tho arrest of '\Yuy and 
Edwards. 

The preliminary trial of tho Ycslor caso 
continues to attract great interest. It occ-u- 
pied all day before Justice Humphrey in 
the rooms of tho Merchants' Exchange, the 
court room being unable to hold tho crowd. 
Thero has been much legal skirmishing. 
Tho prosecution ,ia endeavoring to prove 
tho acts leading up to the alleged con- 
spiracy. \Y. H. U'lii'e, representing Mrs. 
Yesler, made a long statement in court, 
that while ho was convinced thero had been 
aconspiraoy hlsclientwasentirelyia the dark 
regarding it. He gave out the impression, 
moreover, that Drs. Van Ruren und Jordan 
were implicated in a conspiracy with Law- 
yer Junius Rochester to set up a will 
leaving over a million dollars, on 
condition that they wero to get 25 
per cent, of the whole as a contingent fee. 
The lawyers for the prosecution in replying 
said that such was the ease and it would ho 
proved during tho trial, but that in con- 
spiring tho doctors had connect cd Mrs. 
Ycsler in the case, and it was necessary to 
make her a party defendant also. Several 
witnesses gave testimony, showing that Mr. 
Y'esler had the intention to mako a will. 
The most important witness was Miss Fay, 
a nuiso who attended Mr, Yesler iu hia last 
illness. She stated that she heard him say 
while in bed, which he never left after- 
wards, that he had left a will providing for 
Mrs. Yesler. On cross-examination it was 
shown the woman has had business relations 
with one of the attorneys fur the prosecution, 
and had received if'-'U from one of them. 
She stated sho thought it wus in part piy- 
-ment of her services in attending Mr. Yes- 
ler. Much will ho made of this by the de- 
fence.

The attorney for the liquida- 
tion of the Isthmus of Panama Canal Com- 
pany has received the forma] protest of tho 
Colombian Government against the transfer 
of the materials to the Panama Railway 
Company. It tays tho government will re- 
fuse to treat with the manager or discuss 
the application for an extension of the fran- 
chise until the liquidators shall regain the 
possession of locomotives sold to a railroad 
company, and shall give a satisfactory 
explanation of certain other questionable 
transactions.

Fears That it Will Shake the House of Savoy 
—"What the Charges Are. 

Rome, Feb. 2. — Inthe Deputies yesterday 

1'ronIJiml Hinnclioro annoimcod that tll» 
public prosecutor had upplied for authority 
to prosecute Deputy /Cerhi on charges of 
criminality based on developments regard- 
ing tho Bank of Rome, The request will be 
submitted to tho chamber, ^arbi assorts 
his innocence. Rumors of tho arrest of 
Siguor Nioholora, ex-minister of the in- 
terior, are abundant. The Turin Gazette 
says it has reason to believe that King 
Humbert spent 4,000,000 francs from 
his private fortune to redeem the 
notes conspicuous politicians gave tho 
Bank of Homo and tho National bank. 

NArLES, Feb. 2. — The Courier says it has 
proof that Siguor Giolitto, the premier; 
Signor Lacava, minister of industry und 
commerce, and SJgnor Grimaldi, minister of 
finance, drew checks niter thu lust election 
for the benefit of several new senators. 
These checks were paid by the Hank of 
Rome. Tho Romans Popolla says that Sig- 
nor Tanlongo recently ordered a London 
firm to make 40,009,000 lires' worth of notes 
with which to cover the cash deficit in the 
Bank of Rome. 

London-, Feb. U.—A dispatch from a high 
church dignitary in Rome states th at Eng- 
land^ Austria and Germany uro actively 
pressing the Vatican on tho subject of re- 
conciliation between the Popeand King Hum- 
bert. The dispatch adds that tho powers 
fear that the financial scandal in Italy will 
shake trie house of Savoy, and are anxious 
that the latter bo strengthened by an entente 
with the Vatican. The Pope, it is further 
said, is meeting tho approaches to bring 
about this end with reserve. His Holiness 
distrusts the quirinal.

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session or the sixth Parliament. 

FOURTH DAY. 

Thursday, Feb. 2, 139.'!. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Veil. Archdeacon Scriven. 

PETITIONS. 

Mr. Smith presented a petition from the 
British Columbia Southern Railway Com- 
pany for a private bill. . . 

Hon. Mr, Bkavkn presented a petition 
from the City of Victoria for a bill amend- 
ing the Victoria City Official Map Act. 

J1CRKAU OF LABOR STATISTICS. 

Hon. Col. Bakkr. presented a message 
from His Honor the Lieut. -Governor. The 
mossago was accompanied by a bill to pro- 
Tide for the establishment of a bureau of 
labor statistics; and also councils of con- 
ciliation and of arbitration for tho settle- 
ment of industrial disputes. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved that the 
message bo considered in Committee of tho 
Whole at the next sitting of the House. 
Carried. 

SCHOOL ACT AMENDMEM. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a message 
from His Honor tho Lieut.-Governor. Tlie 
message was accompanied by a bill to 
amond tho Public School Act, 

Hon. Col. Baker moved that the message 
bo considered at tho next sitting of tho 
House. Carried. 

HOME FOR DESTITUTE PERSONS. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented a message 
from His Honor tho Lieut.-Governor. The 
message was accompanied by a bill to pro- 
vide for the establishment and maintenance 
of a Provincial Homo for destitute persons. 

Hon. Col. Baker moved that the message 
be considered at tho next session of tho 
House, Carried. 

SONGUEBS INDIAN RESERVE. 

Mb, Hunter moved, seconded by Mr. 
Rogers, "That whereas by the terms of 
union tho management of tho Indian re- 
serves of tho Province was assumed by tho 
Dominion Government in trust for the use 
and benefit of tho Indians : And whereas 
section 1 19, Esquimalt district, on Victoria 
harbor, lying within tho limits of tho city 
of Victoria, is one of Buoh reserves, and is 
the residence of tho Songhces tribe of In- 
dians, now few in number, and tho tempor- 
ary residence of large numbers 
of Indians from other tribes : And 
whereai the position of tho Baid re- 
serve renders it unsuitable as a place of resi- 
dence for the Songhces tribo of Indians, or 
as a temporary residence for Iudiaus from 
other tribes, and tends greatly to tho 
demoralization of said Indians, and to pre- 
vent the progress and prosperity of Victoria 
city, aud makes it expedient that the said 
tribo of Songliees Iudiaus should be removed 
to some suitable locality, and the control of 
the reserve assumed by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment: Be it thereforo resolved that a 
respectful address bo presented to the 
Lieutenant Governor praying His Honor to 
take whatever steps may be necessary to 
press upon the Dominion Government the 
desirability of carrying out the above 
object." 

Mr. Hunter, in support of his motion, 
referred to the interesting history of this 
reserve, which went back to tho days 
when thero was practically an absolute 
monarchy on Vancouver Island under 
the Hudson's Bay Co., who at that 
timo had control not only of tho Indians 
but also of every one else on tho Island. 
Tho Hudson's Bay Company had released 
their titlo to the 'and, which then reverted 
to tho Crown, and on April U0, ItsliO, a 
Ireaty made betwen Sir James Douglas, 
then Governor, and u certain tribe of Indi- 
ana with an unpronounceable name, where- 
by the reserve was made. Since that timo 
there had been a great many perplexing 
questions raised in connection with this re- 
serve, and it had been asserted that now 
the Indians owned the land as well as the 
improvements and everything else. This 
was not tho case, as was clearly shown by 
a letter written in 1S39 by Governor Doug- 
las to tho Secretary of Stato for the Col- 
onies, in which it was stated distinctly that 
the land was still to remain the property of 
the Crown. Further than this, in order to 
correct any erroneous impression there 
might be about it, an advertisement 
was inserted in the Victoria Gaz- 
ette to tho same effect. The land was 
undoubtedly the property of the Crown, 
but the question now was how was the Indian 
title to be extinguished t There were two 
methods, one by purchase and one by force, 
and he hoped the Government would adopt 
tho former method— of conciliation— and 
purchase. Section ,'59 of tho Indian Act 
showed clearly that the consent ot the In- 
diana was necessary, but he thought it 
Would be quite possible for tho Dominion 
Government to buy them out. They could 
also amend the act so as to force them to 
give up possession, but ho hoped they would 
not do so. That the reserve was the pro- 
perty of the Crown and that it would fall to 
the Province when the use for which it was 
granted to the Dominion was accomplished, 
there could be no doubt. He held in his 
hand the opinion of an eminent constitu- 
tional lawyer of British Columbia, which was 
to tho ciTect that the statement just made 
was correct. \\ hen the matter had been 
brought up in 1S91 the hon. leader of tho 
Opposition had moved an amendment, 
which was a good one, but came in tho 
WTOng place, and ho hoped that gentleman 
would not endeavor to amend the present 
resolution. The great thing now was to as- 
sert Provincial rights, and then when the 
Province hud obtained its due, it would, 
beyond all question of a doubt, do even 
justice to all. But that black spot, the re- 
serve, was an eyesore, and so long as it re- 
mained it was the duty of tho House to 
protest, and he hoped every pressure would 
be brought to bear upon the Dominion 
Government to accomplish the object in 
view. 

Hon. Mb. Davie said there could ho no 
doubt that tho subject was a very import- 
ant one, aud tBat the House and tho coun- 
try were much indebted to tho hon, gentle- 
man who had moved the resolution for tho 
very clear way in which he had stated the 
question. Thero could bo no doubt that 
the legal position is exactly as the member 
for Comox puts it, viz , that the land is the 
property of tho Province. So long as In- 
dians reside upon it the Dominion holds it 
as a trustee for tho use of tho Indians, but 
immediately the Indians ceaso possession, 
whether by treaty, disappearance, or other- 
wise, that moment tho land reverts to tho 
Province, unfettered by any trust or claim 
by the Dominion, The point had been de- 
cided in a case between tho St. Cather- 
ines Milling Co. and the Dominion Govern- 
ment, by Chancellor Boyd, whose judgment 
had been affirmed by the Privy Council, 
which adopted his views almost in his own 
language. Now, tho Songish reserve being 
Valuable property, and it being against tho 
prosperity pi the place to leave it, as it is 
now, morcly a camping ground for Indians, 
and very few of tin m, it is of the highest 
importance that a' change should bo made. 
Tho Indians have their rights, of course, 
which have to bo respected. Whatever 
light or interest the Dominion has arises 
under section 13 of tho Terms of Union 
-which is as follows : 

" The charge of the Indians and the trus- 



.eship and management of tho lands re- 
served for their uso and benefit shall bo as- 
sumed by the Dominion Government, and a 
policy as liberal as that hitherto pursued by 
the British Columbia Government shall be 
continued by the Dominion Government 
after tho union. To carry out such policy 
tracts of laud, ofjsuoh extent us it has hith- 
erto been the practice ot tho British Colum- 
bia Government to appropriate for that pur- 
pose, shall from timo to timo ho conveyed 
by tho Local Government to tho Dominion 
Government in trust for tho uso and bene- 
fit of tho Indians, on application of the Do- 
minion Government." 

Under section 109 of the British North 
America Act all lands in the Province sub- 
ject to any trusts existing in respect thereof 
and to any interest other than that of tho 
Province in the samo belong to the Province. 
Tho cttso of tho Indian lauds is one in- 
stanco whero tho Dominion has a qualified 
interest in Provincial lands, the easo of 
lands in tho railway belt on tho Mainland is 
another. Tho interest of tho Dominion in 
lauds in tho railway belt arises under sec- 
tion 11 of tho Terms of Union, and under 
tho terms of tho Settlement Act. Under 
section 11 of tho Terms of Union "tho 
tlovernment of British Columbia agree to 
convoy to the Dominion Government, 
in trust, to be appropriated in suoh 
manner as tho Dominion Government 
may deem advisable in furtherance of tho 
construction of the railway, a similar extent 
of land along tho lino ot railway, through- 
out its entire length in British Columbia, 
not to exceed, however, twenty miles 
on each sido of said line, as may bo 
appropriated for the same purpose by tho 
Dominion Government from the public lands 
in the Northwest territories and tho prov- 
ince of Manitoba." 

Whilst upon tho subject of the extent of 
Dominion interest in lands in tho Province 
ho (Mr. Davie), would answer tho leader of 
tho Opposition's assertion, made on Monday 
last, that under section 11 of the 
Terms of Union, tho Dominion Govern- 
ment was entitled only to alternate 
blocks of land, on tho ground that the Dom- 
inion had only appropriated alternate blocks 
in the Territories aud Manitoba, and that 
tho Province under the Settlement Act had 
doparted from the Terms of Union, and bad 
given the entire land along the line of rail- 
way instead of tho alternate blocks. Tho 
hon. gentleman's assumption was entirely 
erroneous. The Settlement Act conveyed 
no moro land than was agreed to by the 
Terms of Union — it simply followed tho 
Terms of Union. It granted " tho public 
lands along tho line of railway heforo men- 
tioned, wherever it may be finally located, 
to a width of twenty miles on each sido of 
tho said line, as provided in tho order- 
in-council, section 11, admitting tho 
Province of British Columbia. '• Now, 
by tho Terms of Union the Province agreed 
to convey to Canada i similar extent of 
public lands along the line of railway 
throughout its entire length in British 
Columbia (not to exceed 20 miles on each 
side) us might bo appropriated for tho same 
purpose by Canada from the public lauds in 
tho Territories and Manitoba. Tho agree- 
ment wus not to grant the same number of 
acres per mile, nor to grant in B.C. a simi- 
lar extent to that appropriated by Canada 
along the railway in tho Territories and 
Manitoba, but to grant along tho line of 
railway in British Columbia an extent 
similar to that appropriated in tho Terri- 
tories and Manitoba, provided that such 
grant should not, in British Columbia, ex- 
ceed a belt of twenty miles on each side of 
the railway. How much land then did the 
Dominion appropriate in the Territories and 
Manitoba ? Their agreement with the 
UjRR. shows that tho quantity was 
-."1,000,000 acres. Ilenco in British Colum- 
bia the Dominion would bo entitled to tho 
simo quantity if it could be obtained in a 
belt not to exceed twenty miles on each side 
of tho road, and if not then ttlo Dominion 
was entitled to such smaller quantity as 
could be obtained in such a belt. Tho 
belt in British Columbia contains only 
some lL',000,000. Consequently the Domin- 
ion was entitled to it all, for whatever in- 
terest the Terms of Union gave in the 
laud. He (Mr. Davie) hud, in a case before 
the Supremo Court of Canada, attempted 
to uphold tho alternate section theory, but 
the answer to it was plain. But the further 
question now arises, and is the point which 
the Province proposes to submit to the 
Privy Council, what is tho title which the 
Dominion has? Tho P/ovincc maintains 
nerely the right to administer the lands 
and appropriate the moneys arising from 
sale. The Dominion is not entitled to tho 
status of a freeholder at all — and lus 
no power whatever to make grunts of land 
in Her Majesty's name. The Province only 
has that right, which it has not parted 
with; and when a sale is made the Pro- 
vince must give the patent. Moreover, tho 
Dominion is claiming far more land than the 
Province contends is embraced in the belt, 
so the po'nts for the Privy Council are two: 
First, is the Dominion entitled to the status 
of a freeholder in the belt: and secondly, if 
it is, is not tho extent of land claimed 
by it in excess of the Terms of Union 
and the Settlement Act. Returning to the 
subject of tho Indian reserve, Hon. Mr. 
Davie argued that the principles upon which 
tho interest of the Dominion were to be de- 
cided were similar, and that the contentions 
under which the Dominion Government had 
recently offered to sell thu fee of part of the 
land was an invasion of the rights of the 
Province. He should support tho present 
resolution. He thought satisfactory ar- 
rangements could be made with the Indians, 
but ho thought very little headway would 
be made until the rights of the Dominion 
and Province respectively wero settled by 
the Privy Council. 

Hon. Mr. Bbavek said that ho did not 
wish to ilisouBS the question of the railway 
belt now, but would be prepared to do bo 
when the subject was brought before the 
IIouno in the proper and constitutional 
manner. Ho had no notice thut he would 
have to discuss it, and wus not prepared. 
The Indian reserve matter was one of great 
interest, and ho thought that tho hon. 
Premier would have stated when he was 
speaking what the Government had done 
since 1890, when the first motion with the 
same object in view had been made by Mr. 
Dock. He agreed with the hon. Premier 
that so far as tho Indian reserves wero con- 
cerned tho Dominion Government wero only 
trustees, but the Province owned the land. 
There was one matter to which ho wished 
to draw tho attention of tho Hons.,'. That 
was the right off tho city of Victoria to a 
great portion of tho value of tho reserve, 
so soon as it should como under tho control 
of tho Province. The enterprise and energy 
of the city of Victoria had been the cause 
of very much of the present value of the 
reserve, and tho City, therefore hud rights 
which should be respected. 

Mr, Hunter— How about tho E, & N. 
railway. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven said no doubt tho B. 
& N. railway had done something toinerea.se 
the value of the land, but for his own part 
if ho wanted a place to live, ho would try 
to get as far away from a railway us possi- 
ble Ho did not know that residential or 
commercial property was very much im- 
proved by having' a railway station on or 
near it, 

Dk. Mii.sk spoko, urging a settlement of 
tho question at as early a date as possible. 
Hon, Mr. Vernon said he did not think 



thero was a single member of tho House 
who would not ussist in tho carrying out of 
a project to have tho reservo removed. Ho 
did not think it would bo likely that tho 
Dominion Government would pay any very 
largo sum of money to buy tho Indians off 
on account of tho fact as laid down by tho 
hon. tho Premier, that tho land \vi; the 
proporty of tho Province. His own idea 
was that a commission should bo appointed 
on which the Dominion, tho Province and tho 
Indians would all be represented, and then 
thero would probably bo somo settlement 
urrived at. The Govornment might en 
deavor to adopt this course during recesB. 
Ho could not agree with tho hon. leader of 
tho Opposition that the city of Victoria had 
any claim to tho property, any moro than 
the city of Vancouver would have a claim 
to property in tho neighborhood of that 
city, tho value of which had boon increased 
by tho building up of tho Terminal city. 
Air. Kitchen wus glad to hear tho hon. 
Chief Commissioner's suggestion of a coin- 
mission to deal with tho question of Indian 
reserves all over tho Province, Ho intended 
bringing up tho matter in tho form of a 
special resolution later on. 

Mr. Hunter closed tho dobato, and tho 
motion carried. 

Tho IIouso adjourned until Monday next 
at 2 p.m.

XI1LIAN RUSSELL'S NEW OPERA. 



31rs. Galo-Hnyues' Starring Venture la Not 
rt Success — Manola and Dlnson In "Caste." 
J. H. Bnrrlo'fl Alleged Unprofessional 
Conduct to Nat Goodwin. 

New YortK, Jan. IS. — Imagine tlio com- 
monest sort of a paste diamond in a hand- 
some crown set ting, and you will have .1 
tolerably fair idea of "Captain ETerne, U. S. 
A.," in which E. J. Henley is trying to np- 
pear as tt star at the Union Square theater. 
The scenery is excellent, the company is a 
fairly good ono, and the accessories are ap- 
propriate, but the play— well, the English 
language contains no adjective which can 
adequately characterize it. 

Among the many inconsistencies and ab- 
surdities may be mentioned the following: 
.A. young donkey who is composing an op-

■^era containing but one melody hides iri a 
trunk, which his sweetheart then orders to 
be strapped up and shipped to Yicksburg; an 
Irish sergeant jokes pleasantly with his gen- 
eral and captain; the word mamma is pro- 
nounced ma-mar; the villain makes desper- 
ate love to a short negro girl, whom ho 
mistakes for the tall heroine because the 
former has "disguised" herself by throwing 
her mistress' cloak about her; the female 
villain, an octoroon, in love with the hero, 
who is already supplied with a living 
wife, puts on "lugs," dresses in great 
style and throws herself about in such 
an independent manner that t ho heroine 
feels impelled to get on her knees and crave 
the bumble boon of being permitted to be 
her friend, a favor which, in justice to the 
villainess, it should bo stated, is not 
granted. That lady feels sorry for what 
she has done. Her conscience smites her 
She doesn't tell you this, but you can see- 
that it is so. Sho makes her exit, left sec- 
ond entrance, and the next time sho ap- 
pears villainy is actually exuding from her. 
There is no nonsense about her. She deals 
in tho dyed-in-the-wool-aud-a-yard-wido 
brand of deviltry. 

Trite is perhaps not exactly the proper 
adjective with which to describe the plot of 
"Captain Heme," etc., but it comes nearer 
to tho mark than anything else given by 
Webster in his justly celebrated ortho- 
graphical work. Howard Heme and 
Geoffrey Colchester are half brothers, who 
live on a plantation near New Orleans. 
When tho war breaks out Howard es 
pouses tho cause of the Union. 'The rest, of 
course, sympathize with the Confederacy. 
Howard is disowned by his mother, and his 
brother, who is indefatigable in making 
love to his half sister-in-law, tries to kill 
him in battle, and failing in this attempts 
to poison him at tho close of hostilities by 
flavoring his medicine with prussic acid. 
His mother is, however, at the time looking 
into the mirror of a bureau which happens 
to be in the sitting room, and the villain is 
foiled again, but makes amends for his 
poor work in tho matter by commendably 
murdering the "villainess." 

There is a ridiculous minor love affair 
running through tho play, as well as a sc- 
ries of mutual misunderstandings between 
Howard and his wife, brought about by de- 
vices of the bad man and bad woman of tho 
piece. They arc so transparent that no ten 
year-old child would have been deceived by 
them, and yet they seemed to fool tho grown- 
up actors and actresses. 

A lady named Margaret Barrett Smith 
pleads guilty on the programme) to the au- 
thorship of "Captain Heme, U. S. A.," and 
it must bo admitted that if she were Bran- 
son Howard's only rival in dramatic writ- 
ing the dean of American playwrights 
might feel secure of his position for many 
years to come. But bad as jSliss Barrett's 
play unquestionably is, it would not have 
seemed so hopeless had the actors enjoyed 
even a bowing acquaintance with their 
lines. But several of them seemed to have 
forgotten that they were expected to know 
their parts, and the result, as may be im- 
agined, was somewhat demoralizing to 
those who had the forethought to do a lit- 
tle studying. 

E. .1. Henley is an excellent actor, and ho 
knows it. Perhaps it is this consciousness 
of his ability which has kept him back 
somewhat. He is full of earnestness and is 
vigorous and conscientious, but hois scarce-

]y of stellar caliber, although ho seems to 
think otherwise. "Captain Heme, U.S.A.," 
while it does not possess a particle of lit- 
erary, dramatic or didactic value, contains 
some beautiful stage pictures and group- 
ings and is put on with really line scenery. 
It may "go" outside of this city; it novel 
will in it. 

Minna Gale-Haynes' Juliet at the Star 
theater is regarded as the weakest of the 
impersonations sho has essayed since tho 
beginning of her stellar season, which so for 
has not been at all successful. In fact, at 
almost every performance the auditor is 
confronted by a dreary waste of empty 
chairs. An usher told me that never in tus 
memory had there been such poor business 
at tho Slur. 

Marion Manola and John Mason at Herr- 
mann's are doing better with "Caste" than 
they did with that buttermilk and lobstei 



eaiad "comedy, 1 ! "If I Were You." Both 
of these people possess marked ability, and 
with a vehicle exactly suited to their differ- 
ent styles their denominating of them- 
selves as "The American Kcndals" will not 
seem so utterly preposterous as at present. 

"The Mountebanks" was put on at the 
Garden theater, I understand, much sooner 
than was expected, owing, it is said, to tlio 
fact that "La' Cigale" seemed to have ex- 
hausted its drawing power; but if what I 
hear be true tho prospect is not overeu- 
couraging for the nwv opera, for Xew York 
has had a surfeit of that class of amuse- 
ment during the last quarter. It is oven 
alleged that business at the Casino with 
"The Fencing Master," while still good, is 
not nearly so heavy as it was a few weeks 
back. 

"Leaves of Shamrock," a stereotyped 
Irish melodrama, which was brought out 
nttho Windsor theater with J. 1'. Sullivan 
as the star, seems to have caught tlio pop- 
ular fancy and will doubtless be a success 
un the road. Sullivan showed considerable 
ability in his treatment of tlio rather del- 
icate role of Carroll Daly, and his singing 
of rollicking Irish songs can scarcely bo 
surpassed by any actor in a similar line of 
work on the American stage. 

If J. M. Barrie, tho English novelist and 
playwright, has dono what Nat Goodwin 
claims, he is open to the charge of conduct 
which is, to say tho least, scarcely profes- 
sional. Goodwin asserts that he bought 
tlio American rights of Barrio's play, 
"Walker, London," and that ho banked 
Upon a shadowgraph scene, which is called 
for by the manuscript. E.S. Willard comes 
along and produces another play by Barrie, 
"The Professor's Love Story," in which the 
shadowgraph scene makes a great big hit. 

Goodwin is said to feel aggrieved, and 
very properly so, for, if his statement is cor- 
rect, Mr. Barrio no more owns that scene 
than does the man in the moon. Mr. Good- 
win is now the proprietor, and lie can legal- 
ly protect his rights as well against Mr. 
Barrio as against some individual who had 
seen tho play and appropriated the idea, 
which, by tho way, is an exceedingly old 
and rime covered device. 

I seo that, according to a recent decision 
of tlio Vienna court of appeals, a libretto is 
merely an accessory of an opera and is 
subordinate in both interest and value to 
the music. A moment's reflection will con- 
vince any one— except perhaps a composer 
—of tho "fallacy of this proposition, at least 
in so far as it refers to comic opera. Tho 
librettist nrikes tho story which gives color 
to the musician's work, lie furnishes stan- 
zas so written as to admit of those little 
tricks of melody which make songs popu- 
lar. He works up to the climaxes so deftly 
and paints tho funny man so faithfully that 
tlio composer's music is appreciated by tho 
audience, which has been skillfully led into 
tho proper channel by the librettist. 

In short, tho book makes or mars the 
opera in nine cases out of ten. If the li- 
bretto is good, really fine music is possible; 
otherwise, not. Naturally there are excep- 
tions, as in the case of "Tlio Fencing Mas- 
ter," tho libretto of which is really very 
bad, but this only helps to prove the rule. 
And besides 1 do not believe that the opera 
would have lived had it not been presented, 
as it was, with a phenomenal cast and 
phenomenal costumes and accessories. 

Take tho case of Gilbert and Sullivan. 
Study their operas carefully, and you will 
seo that those which succeeded were thoso 
which had good librettos. Several with 
good music were comparative failures— as, 
for instance, "The Yeomen of the Guard"— 
because the books were not meritorious. It 
would therefore seem that tho decision of 
tho court in Vienna was faulty at least to 
the exteut of asserting that the libretto is 
subordinate in value to the music. This 
much, I think, almost any ono will admit, 
although I contend that tho libretto is not 
subordinate even in importance to tho mu- 
sic of a comic opera. OCTAVOS Coiie.v.

No acoi- 
dents of a serious character have thua fur 
been reported, however, and, following Up a 
policy of prevention, property owners along 
the busineas streets are having their roofa 
cleared and their sidowalks laid bare, while 
the city bridges have not been forgotten. 
Pedestrians passing the Five Siatera' block 
yesterday will bear witness to tho thorough 
manner in which its roof wa3 cleared with- 
out manual assistance, for tho accumulated 
whiteness slid without warning from tho 
mansard, and eevorul passers-by narrowly 
escaped temporary burial. 

On Humboldt streot a young man named 
William Triglawu had a somewhat more 
serious experience. Acting oil tho motto 
"cold without but warm within,'' 
ho fortified himself against tho 
elements with numerous glasses of hot 
Scotch, and in a condition bordering dan- 
gerously eloso to intoxication, went to sleep 
in a enow bank. Ho was dug out and sub- 
sequently thawed out, but frost bitten 
fingers, cars and nose will occasionally re- 
mind him of his nap for same timo to come. 

The temperature during the day was eon- 
aiderably higher, and tho gravest fears 
expressed were for a thaw, which would 
certainly, if it did come, cause considerable 
damage by Hooding. At the City Hall the 
water pressure during tho day was .'17J 
pounds, an improvement, but not yot 
sufficient for thorough protection from 
fire. The street cars ore still "olT 
duty," while several manufacturing 
establishments aro closed temporarily, and 
tho Legislative Assembly has adjourned 
until Monday, in consequence of the failure 
of the heating apparatus to do its duty.

Not Up to Bcqalrenienta. 

Washington, D. C, Feb. 2.— It is bo- 
lievcd that the oosat defence ship Monterey 
failed to develop tho avcrago horsepower 
required in tho contract. Tho report of 
the trial record has been received at tho 
Navy department, and the calculations rela- 
tive to tho horsepower uro being verified. 
The maximum horsepower developed was 
nearly . r >,S00 ; tho average horsepower has 
not yet been verified, but is thought to ho 
slightly below tho 5,400 required by -tho 
contract. This ia a surpriao and disappoint- 
ing to tho naval authorities who thought 
that on her trial her contract horaopower 
would bo exceeded. Tho failure to come up 
to requirements is thought to bo in a man- 
ner due to tho reaistunco offered by tho en- 
ormoua bow wavo which tho vessel carriea. 
Tho trial board reports that tho perform- 
ance of. tho Monterey was eminently satis- 
factory in all other respects. 

Live stock win sufic». 

COLVIIXE, Fob. 2.— The bcavieat fall of 
snow of the season came Sunday night, and 
up to date has accumulated to a depth of 
nearly eight inches. Tho depth of the en- 
tire fall of the winter will aggregato about 
two feet. The ground has been hidden for 
a period of more than nino weeks, and tho 
weather prophets tell us that wo will have 
at least a month of snow yet. In tho latter 
event, live stock will aull'er and the loaa to 
the stock will bo greater than for twenty 
years. Hay is scarce for tho reason that 
tho farmers havo marketed the greater share 
of last year's product.

Pnclltc count Defences. 

Washington City, Feb. 2.— Senator 
Squire look an active pin t in the discussion 
of the fortifications bill yesterday, and 
gave tho senate the benefit of tho knowl- 
edge acquired as chairman of the committee 
on coast defence, urging upon the 
Senate the importance of making ade- 
quate appropriations for fortifications, 
especially in view of the fact that 
questions arising from the Chilean 
incident and that might arise 
from the recent revolution in Hawaii made 
it very important that attention should he 
paid to fortifications on tho Pacific coast, 
and especially at Puget Sound. He ic 
reed to the testimony of eminent officers 
iforo his committee, which shows t tie ab- 
lute lick of defences on the most import- 
ant strategic points on the Pacific coast. He 
was rather surprised in finding so 
much opposition in the inland states 
to coast defences, but. he • supposed 
that it waa owing to the fact, that 
•.he inhabitants of these statos could 
not share tho feeling of those along the 
const. The Washington Senator's remarks 
convinced tho Senate that lie hud a thor- 
ough knowledge of the atl'iirs coming 
he-fore the committee of which 
ho was chairman. But even yet it was not 
the temper of the Senators from the inland 
Statos to make adequate appropriations tor 
defences of far distant coasts.
